G.S.R. 119.— In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1) of article 299 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby directs that the following further amendments shall be made in the notification of the Government of India 
in the then Ministry of Law (Department of Legal Affairs), number G.S.R.585, dated the 1st day of February, 1966, 
namely: - 

In the said notification, for Part XXX and the entries relating thereto, the following shall be substituted, namely:— 

“XXX. IN THE TERRITORIES UNDER THE ADMINISTRATION OF THE LIEUTENANT GOVERNOR OR THE 
ADMINISTRATOR OF ANDAMAN AND NICOBAR ISLANDS, AS REGARDS CONTRACTS, NOT HEREIN BEFORE 
SPECIFIED:— 

1. All deeds, contracts and other instruments exceeding Rupees Fifteen Crore shall be executed by the Chief Secretary, 
Principal Secretary, Commissioner-cum-Secretary or Secretary of the concerned Department, as the case may b*e, 
with the prior approval of the Lieutenant Governor or the Administrator. 

2. All deeds, contracts and other instruments of respective Departments upto the value of Rupees Fifteen 
Crore but exceeding Rupees Two Crore shall be executed by the Head of Department with the prior approval of the 
Chief Secretary, Principal Secretary, Commissioner-cum-Secretary or Secretary of the concerned Department. 

3. All deeds, contracts and other instruments of respective Departments upto the value not exceeding Rupees Two 
Crores but exceeding Rupees Ten Lakhs shall be executed by the concerned Heads of Department, as the case may 
be. 

4. All deeds, contracts and other instruments of respective Departments of the value not exceeding Rupees 
Ten Lakhs shall be executed by the concerned Head of Office. 

.5. All deeds, contracts and other instruments referred to in paras I to 4 above, shall be executed only after 
expenditure sanction has been obtained from the Authority Competent to sanction such expenditure and 
codal formalities have been complied with as per the General Financial Rules, 2005. 

6. In respect of Andaman Public Works Department contracts, procedures contained in Central Public 
Works Department Works Manual and Central Public Works Department Accounts Code shall apply”.

G.S.R. 121. —In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and in supersession 
of the Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs Senior Economic Adviser Recruitment Rules, 1997, the President 
hereby makes the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the post of Senior Economic Adviser in the 
Department of Economic Affairs^ namely:— 

1. short Title and Commencement— (1) These rules may be called the Ministry of Finance, Department of 
Economic Affairs, Senior Economic Adviser Recruitment Rules, 2010. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay.—The number of said post, its classification and the scale of 
pay attached thereto, shall be as specified in column 2 to 4 of the Schedule hereto annexed. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications, etc—The method of recruitment, age limit, 
qualifications and other matters relating to the said post, shall be specified in columns 5 to 14 of the said schedule. 

4. Disqualifications.—No person, 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person; 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
persons from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax—Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it 
may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category or persons. 

6. Saving._Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, relaxation of age limit and other concessions required 

to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Government from time to time in this regard.

5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it 
may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category or persons.

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax. Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it 
may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax all or any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class 
or category of persons. 

6. Saving. —Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, relaxation of age limit and other concessions required 
to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, the Other Backward Classes, the Ex-servicemen and other 

Special Categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to time in this 
regard.

G.S.R. 124. —In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the following rules to amend the Ministry of Panchayati Raj (Caretaker) Group ‘C’ Post Recruitment Rules, 
2008, namely:— 

1. These rules may be called the Ministry of Panchayati Raj (Caretaker) Group ‘C’ Post (Amendment) 
Recruitment Rules, 2010. 

2. They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

v 3. In the Ministry of Panchayati Raj (Caretaker) Group ‘C* Post Recruitment Rules, 2008, in the 
Schedule, — 

(i) in column 4,— 

(a) for the heading, the following heading shall be substituted, namely :—< 

“Pay Band and Grade Pay”; 

(b) for the entry, the following entry shall be substituted, namely 
“Rs.5200-20200+Grade Pay of Rs. 2800.”; 

(ii) in column 12,— 

(a) for the entry against item (a) the following entry shall be substituted, namely :— 

(a) “with 13 years combined regular service in the Pay Band (PB-1 ) of Rs. 5200.^20,200 + Grade 
Pay Rs. 1900 to Rs. 2400 out of which at least 5 years should be in the regular service in the 
PB-1 with Grade pay of Rs. 2400; and”.
